PROF. ANGELO HEILPRIN 
STRICKEN BY DEATH 


Philadelphia, July 17.—Professor Angelo 
Heilprin, the noted scientist, died today 
at the home of his sister in New York 
Heilprin had been ill 


city. rPofessor 
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for eight weeks with a tropical fever he 
contracted in South America some years 
ago. 

Professor Heilprin was born in Sator- 
alja-Ujhely, Hungary, in 1853. When 
he was three years old his parents moved 
to this country. He was educated in 
Europe and made a special! study of nat- 
unal history. He was for five years 
president of the Geographical Society of 
Philadelphia, and was a leader of the 
Peary relief expedition in 1892. He was 
one of the foremost authorities on geol- 
ogy in this country and has7~ written 
many books on the subject. Professor 
Heilfrin made his most famous scientific 
investigation at the eruption of Miount 
Vesuvius in 1905, and Mount Pelee, Mar- 
tinique, in 1902, and under great danger 
he ascended the volcano as the eruption 
was then belching molten lava and gtone. 
Professor Heilprin arrived at the top of 
Mount Pelee at 1:30 and remained there 
for four hours. When he descended he 
resembled a statue of mud. The weight 
of ashes and mud he carried on his per- 
son, the horrible atmosphere he breath- 
ed and the fearful difficulty he encoun- 
tered reduced him to a condition of ex- 
treme fatigue, notwithstanding the fact 
that ‘he ascended Mount Pelee from the 
most accessible and easiest side.

There Will Be No Recount of 
Ballots Before Next 
Fall, 


New York, July !7.—Justice Ingraham, 
in the appellate division of the supreme 
court, today announced that the court 
-had unanimously decided thet the re- 
count law, which provides for a recount 
of ballots cast in the last mayoralty elec- 
tion in New York city, is unconstitution- 
al. In view of the action yesterday of 
the appellate Brooklyn in 
deciding that William R. Hearst is en- 
titled to a recount under this law, Jus- 
tice Ingraham stated that it had been 
decided to let tothe court 
of appeals for the 
meantime, Justice said, the 
court would issue an order for a stay 
of proceedings under the law until the 
court of appeals had time to render @ 
decision. 

Clarence J. Shearn, 
Hearst, raised the point that the court 
had no authority to issue an order for 
a stay of operation of a law passed by 
the legislature. After an argument the 
ccurt reserved itg decision. 

The court, after a consultation, denied 
the motion to make permanent the tem- 
porary writ of prohibition, but granted 
a stay of further proceedings until the 
court of appeals shal! have passed on 
the constitutionality of the recount law. 

The decision of the appellate division 
today precludes the possibility of a re- 
count of ballots in the last mayoralty 
election until the fall, as the court of 
appeals will not be able to reach the 
case until October.

PLEAS ARE MADE

Able Arguments Delivered by 
Attorneys Before Committee, 


CONSERVATISM ASKED FOR 


Many of the Preposed Measures 
Coald Not Possibly Be Complied 
With, So the Representatives 
of the Railroads State. 

Gist of the Speeches, 


Earnest and able pleas for conserva- 
tism on the part of the Georgia legtsia- 
ture in considering and disposing of the 
many bills affecting railroad interests 
in the state were the features of the 
Session of the joint railroad and ju- 
diciary committees of both branches of 
the legislature held in the house of rep- 
resentatives yesterday afternoon. While 
no official action was taken by the 
joint committee, the various questions 
relating to railroad regulation in Geor- 
Sia were discussed pro and con by the 
railroad men, and members of the com- 
mittees composing the joint body and 
the legislators present expressed their 
desire not to injure the railroads but to 
protect the corporations and at the 
Same time promote the public welfare. 

The committee, under the chairman- 
ship of Senator E, K. Overstreet, of the 
Seventeenth district, met at 2:30 o'clock. 
‘Major J. F. Hanson, representing the 
Central of Georgia railroad, was the 
first speaker to address the joint com- 
mittee,

Major 
Hanson closed with a courteous’ yet 
forceful plea.to-the intelligence and 
sense of justice of the members of the 
committee and the legislature dor fair 
ment of the railroads and added his be- 
belief that such would be their course. 

President W. A. Garrett, of the Sea- 
board Air Line, the next speaker, told 
the committee that the Seaboard was 
one of the many Southern railroads try- 
ing to obey the Jaws and treat the pwb- 
lic with fairness. It was a small rail- 
road, he said, operated in the south only, 
and in the past fourteen months had 
built 90 engines, 4,500 freight cars and 
40 passenger cars, at a cost of $6,500,-

'a very hard matter to pick the four winners 
now and then, and yet if you feel like you 
can do it, and you will pass up a dollar, you 
stand a chance of winning $10. 

Some years ago there was a place on De- 
catur street, under the Kimball house, where 
you could pay a dollar into a pot and if you 
named the four winning baseball] teams, yi'uw 
took down all the pot except a commission 


which the house kept out. If more than one 
person named the four winners, then the vot 
Was divided equally between the correct 
guessers. That game was broken up by .h32 
officers of the law. 

About a year ago several men kept books 
on horse races, and they were arrested anl 
heavily fined. It was held in those cases 


that if the bookmakers had a regular place 
where they took bets, they were amenable to 
the law, but if they just walked around and 
made private bets they did not violate the 
law. 

If the man who is making a book on base- 


ball games has a place where he meets his 
customers, it is said, he can be prosecuted, 
but if merely takes bets here and there when 
he meets a frieni who wants to make a guess 
on the baseball games, he may not be a viv- 
iator of the law.
